Wftsliington, July 6.—^Formal 
aceeptanee of General Carranza's 
proposal that differences between 
the United States and the de facto 
government of Mexico be settled 
by direct negotiations will be dis- 
patched soon to Mexico City. This 
was decided by President Wilson 
today at a conference with Secre- 
tary Lansing. 


Tihe Mexican note delivered yester- 
day said the de facto grovernment had 
accepted in principle Latin-American 
oifers of mediation, but was awaiting 
Information as to whether the United 
States believed 
the 
desired results 
could be accomplished by direct ex- 
changes between the two governments.

Final Outcome Not Predicted. 


Wihile General Carranza's amicable 
rejoinder to the last two American 
notes has greatly eased tension, no 
official was wUling today to predict the 
final outcome of the negotiations which 
are foreshadowed. It was made plain, 
however, that no change in policy was 
now contemplated by the Washington 
grovernment and that immediate with- 
drawal of General Pershing's expedi- 
tionary forces from Mexico will not 
be an acceptable basis for whatever 
plan of co-operative action along the 
border is worked out 


Washington officials take the posi- 
tion that only the preliminary step had 
been taken by Gen. Carranza toward the 
friendly adjustment he now appears to 
desire. 
Demonstrations of his ability 
to carry out the promises expressed and 
implied in his note is erill lacking. Pres- 
ident Wilson, it is pointed out, has 
been 
ready 
to 
withdraw 
American 
troops from Mexico at anv time the 
de facto government would express the 
intention and show the ability to fur- 
nish adequate military protection for 
the border. 


To some extent this demonstration in 
now being made by the operation of 
Mexican troops in the 300 mile stretch 
of Chihuahua state, formerly policed by 
American forces. 
The Carranza forces 
h&ve moved into the territory as Gen- 
eral Pershing drew his lines northward 
and the best information at the war 
and state departments indicates that 
they have patrolled it thoroughly. 


Villa to Give New Test.

Washington, July 6.—^Debate on the 
administration revenue bill began today 
in the house under agreement to reach 
a final vote Monday. The measure, re- 
ported favorably yesterday by the ways 
and means committee, provides a method 
of raising $200,000,000 additional rev- 
enue from the taxes on Inheritances and 
war munitions profits and by increasing 
the surtax on incomes. 


Large appropriations for army, navy 
and fortifications are the principle fac- 
tors making necessary the increased rev- 
enue provided by the bill. 


The government shipping bill probabTy 
will be pressed to a' vote in the senate 
at this seesion even if it Is necessary 
to keep congress here all summer. 


This was evident ^oday following last 
night's caucus of senate democrats.

be taken on the bill, despite strong 
hints from the republicans tbat any 
move to that end would meet with de- 
termined opposition.

Decision May Be Hard Blow 
to Prohibition Law in 
Washington. 


Seattle, Wash., July 6.—City and coun- 
ty ofiicials here are in somewhat of a 
quandary today as to the extent of 
their authority under 
the 
etate-wide 
prohibition law in view of ütate 
supreme 
court decision 
yesterday 
which held 
that it is not illegal for a person to 
possess for personal use any amount of 
liquor, provided it was obtained in a 
legal manner. 


The court's ruling ordered the diimiss- 
al of charges against W. E. Boeing and 
John C. Eden, accused of haying moTi- 
tl lan the legal amount of liquor in their 
possession and 
orders 
the return to 
them of several thousand dollars worDi 
of wines seized by the sheriff in raids 
on Mr. Boeing's home and the Rainier 
club last winter. 


The decision held that the provision 
of the prohibition 
law 
limiting the 
amount of liquor in a person's posseu- 
gion 
to 
two 
quarts of whisky and 
twelve quarts of beer applied only to 
cases where the liquor was kept for the 
purpose of sale. 
A dissenting opinion 
lifcld that the decisión virtually annulled 
the prohibition law and would make it 
impossible to secure convictions of per- 
sons keeping liquor with illegal intent.

Indiana Agent Pays Compli- 
ment to Northern In- 
diana Stock Baisers. 


Stock-raisers of Allen county and oth- 
er Northern Indiana points are paid a 
high compliment for the grade of their 
horses by C. W, Hickman, representative 
of the Indiana stallion enrollment board, 
who is now at work on inspections in 
this section of the state. 
Mr. Hick- 
man says the stock here is excelleut 
and there is the fullest disposition to 
comply with the requirements of the 
law in the breeding 
and 
raising of 
horses. 


Discussing his mission Mr. HicknMin 
said: 


"An act passed in 1913 makes it un- 
lawful to offer or use for public service 
any stallion or jack not enrolled by 
said board. 
The board, verifies pedigrees 
or certificates of registry, inspects cer- 
tificates of soundness of stallions for 
which enrollment is 
sought. 
Having 
done so the board issues a certificate of 
enrollment 
setting 
forth 
clearly the 
breeding and soundness of said stal- 
lion. 
The owner is required to have 
posted oiitside the barn where his stal- 
lion is kept and also upon the stall a 
poster which will give exactly the same 
information as is upon tJie certificate of 
onrollment. 
Thia is a big measure o: 
protection to the marc owner. 


"The Indiana stallion enrollment law 
contains as strong a lien clause as has 
ever been enacted. 
By complying with 
the law and all its requirements the 
stallion owner has absolute protection 
against sale of the mare without his 
written consent. 
He has an absolute 
lien upon the offspring which may be 
Sold if necessary to pay the service fee. 
Should any man sell a mure 
rh. 


taining the written consent of the own- 
er of the stallion the service fee inxiu«- 
diately becomes due. 
Furthermore it is 
a criminal offense and the man making 
the sale is liable to fine or Imprisonment. 


"Should the stallion owner not secure 
enrollment or should he in any way 
violate the law in his advertising or 
otherwise it is not required that the 
mare owner pay the setrvlce fee because 
the lien clause begins with the wortts: 
"Having complied with the provisions of 
this act." 


"There are very severe penalties for 
violation of this act. There Is provided 
for each offense a fine of from $10.00 
to $200.00 or Imprisonment not to ex- 
ceed sixty days." 


Mr. Hickman informs us that the law 
is intended primarily to aid In horae im- 
provement. 
Twenty other states now 
have enrollment laws similar to the 
one in force in Indiana. It Is very much 
in favor over the state. 
Benefits are 
seen everywhere. He says that the out- 
look for good horses is splendid. Our 
state should produce the best horses and 
mules in the world.

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What the State Banks are Doing. 


That the state banking institutions in Indiana are not only enjoy- 
g their full measure of prosperity, but that they are fully reflect- 
jjng the generally splendid financial condition of the people is dis- 
Iclosed in a report covering the past year just compiled by Arthur 
JCravens, head of the banking department in the office of the auditor 
^f state at Indianapolis. This report is remarkable for the enormous 
^Increase in banking resources it shows during the past year, and for 
^ e further declaration that every banking institution in the state has 
'shared in the growth. Not an individual state bank in all the long list 
fails to show additional strength and additional resources as a result 
pf its business during the past twelve months. 


Getting down to a definite figure, the deposits in all state banking 
institutions in Indiana show a net increase of $29,616,018.80 since June 
23, 1915, the period of the compilation covering slightly less than 
one year. 


The loans, stocks and bonds, cash on hand and surplus show a 
remarkable increase, according to Mr. Craven's figures. The net in- 
crease takes.into consideration a falling off in special and trust de- 
pT^ts, while the general deposits show a total increase of $27,944,- 
036.37. The grand total of reserves in all banking institutions in the 
state IS .f307,484,062.19, which is a net gain of $32,803,567 over last 


y e a r . 


It is declared by the state banking department that this showing 
J)reaks all previous records for growth in the given period of time, 
nd when it is recalled that all this is supplemental to the operations 
f the national banks, which are under federal and not state jurisdic- 
ion, one is able to get a new angle on the phenomenally prosperous 
pndition which the people of the state are enjoying. It indicates, in 
e opinion of the state banking authorities, that money is now more 
lentiful than it has ever been in the history of Indiana.

New York, Jiily 5.—The epidemic of 
infantile paralysis here has iiastened the 
departure of thousands of families who 
usually 
leave town for the 
summer. 
Estimates made by the health depart- 
ment officials of the number of children 
who have been taken out of the city 
since tlie epidemic became serious run 
as high as 90,000 but this is the sea- 
son when the city population is annual- 
ly reduced by the summer exodus. 


Thus far five hundred and twenty-four 
cases of the disease have been reported 
to the board of health and one him- 
dred and twenty-six persons have died. 
It is most prevalent in the Italian quar- 
ter of the southern section of Brooklyn 
where the paralysis made its first ap- 
pearance. 
iligh mortality continues to 
be the striking feature of the epidemic 
and the death toll has reached approx- 
imately that of the entire epidemic of 
1907, when 2,500 cases were reported. 


Although 59 new cases nnd 25 deaths 
were reported yesterday, the health com- 
missioner said the outlook was a little 
encouraging, as there were fewer true 
cases than reported on some previous 
days.' Nevertheless he made requisition 
for 50 additional field nurses and 87 
hospital nurses together with domestic 
and orderlies to be employed in eating 
for fcho little patients. 
The order of thè 
health commissioner excluding children 
under 16 ytsn 
of age from moving pic- 
ture shows went Into effect today. 


Physicians say' thir» is no 
known 
positive treatment for the disease but 
that the child's physique has to fombnt 
it with such aid as the doctors can ^ivr 
to lessen the probability of permauenl i 
injury. 
If a stirain is allowed to fall 1 
upon the affected limb there is great i 
danger of permanent paralysis, says the 
health commissioner.

Colonel Roosevelt Tells of 
Plans for Force to 
Fight Mexico. 


Oyster Bay, L. I., July 5.—Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt yesterday broke the 
silence which he has imposed upon him- 
self since the Chicago convention, and 
from the paltform where he was re- 
viewing the Fourth of July celebration 
here made his first speech since the prc- 
convention days. 


The colonel declared his intention of 
organizing a force for a possible cam- 
paign in Mexico. He said that he and 
his sons were going and he promised to 
place any unmarried 
young man in 
Oyster Bay who wished and was pre- 
pared to accompany him. 
Ho did not 
mention politics. 


Cheered by U. S. Sailors. 


More than 5,000 persons who heard 
him, inchiding sailors from the United 
States steamship Baltimore, applauded 
wildly at this public acknowledgment 
that he contemplated raising a volunteer 
force for Mexican service. So prolonged 
w^ere the cheers, interpolated with such 
shouts as, "Bully for you, colonel," and 
"Take me with you," that the speaker 
had to pause and smile for nearly five 
minutes. 


"Mr. Coudert (the previous speaker) 
said that it is possible we may 
be 
involved in something in Mexico," the 
colonel said. 


"I say involved in something, for if 
what has happened 
in the last three 
years in Mexico is peace I should pre- 
fer war as more peaceful. 
If there is 
war I shall go, and if there are any un- 
married men between the ages of 20 and 
30 years in Oyster Bay who are prepared 
to do their duty, they shall go, too. 
I 
won't take any married men 
with 
a 
family dependent upon them. 


System Unfair to Married 
"It really is an outrage that such a 
system should be permitted under the 
system as illustrated by the movement 
of the national 
giuird to the Mexican 
border. A man whose wife and children 
are dependent on him is obliged to go 
down and leave his family behind. 
Tho 
system is radically wrong. 


"You have known me fo ra great many 
years. 
I have never said anything in 
my life that I did not try to make good, 
and if we have any trouble such as Mr. 
Coudert has spoken of, I will give tho 
young men of Oyster Bay and Nas.=iau 
county a chance to make good, and I 
won't ask them to do anything that I 
and my sons won't do."

A walk through it showed no evidence 
of the hurry, the curt commands, or mil- 
itary stiffness, 
sometimes 
associated 
with an army ready for action. 
In- 
stead, there was ease about men and 
animals, sprawling around camp with 
the comfort of perfect health, each man 
knowing his duties so well that half 
an hour's warning would be sufficient 
to empty the great camp and change it 
into an army on the march. 


Long rows of shelter tents marked the 
camp of a cavalry command, just in 
from a 200 mile march. The tents stood 
in a three inch dust, their tops only 
the height of a small child's head above 
the ground, their interiors, ovens, be- 
cause of the slight space between the 
hot sun above and the equally hot earth 
below. 
In them, tired men were sleep- 
ing. 
Hard muscled and brown skinned, 
these men were prepared for any strain. 


Beyond loomed refreshing bowers of 
green boughs, 
interiors 
darkened and 
cool where kitchens showed food pre- 
pared in cleanline.'Js, a part of the con- 
tribution of preparedness for keeping 
the fighting men in trim. 


In the heart of "the camp, rows of huge 
grey motor trucks were parked in geo- 
metrical designs. 
About 
them, 
mer^ 
crounched in the shade of the big bodies, 
their olive drab clotliing stained beyond 
washing, with red dust. 
On the steer- 
ing wheels huge brilliant red, green and 
blue handkerchiefs, 
jnst 
washed and 
drying. 
Those were the head gear of 
the truck drivers, who have learned 
that they cannot hope to protect more 
than their head and their mouths from 
the dust clouds. 


In the company streets a few jagged 
tins were scattered, in seeming disorder.

Mexico, where supplies have been out- 
run by the fighting columns.

For, from the 
point of view of preparedness, the size 
of this soldier's wash indicated luxxiry. 
It meant the owner had an extra shirt 
which he was wearing.

this camp washing and bathing have 
been done simultaneously, the hot • sun 
and winds drying the clothing by the 
time the bather is ready to dress.

Out Party Purposes in 
Letter to Foulke. 


S E N T I N E L 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 6.—Edwin M. 
Lee, progressive 
state 
chairman, ad- 
dressed a letter yesterday to William 
Dudley Foulke, of Richmond, Ind., an- 
swering Mr. Foulke's letter detailing his 
reasons for withdrawing from the pro- 
gressive party. 


Mr. Foulke said in his letter: 
"If 
this organization is to be used as an in- 
strumentality for supporting the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Wilson, 
I 
must with- 
draw." 


In his reply Mr. Lee sets forth the 
present desires of the progressive organ- 
ization, and points out that Bainbridge 
Colby, of New York, to whose appear- 
ance at the progressive state conven- 
tion Mr. Foulke took exception, was as- 
signed by George W. Perkins to the pro- 
gressive convention scheduled for May 
25. 


"Your second withdrawal, within six 
months, from 
the 
Indiana progressive 
organization, under date of the 3d inst., 
is received and carefully noted," sitys 
Mr. Lee's letter. 


"When you took the position you did 
last January, you soon discovered that 
you had been laboring under a misappre- 
hension. 
Your idea of the conditions 
obtaining today which, in your judg- 
ment, wan-ant this second wthdrawal, 
is equally erroneous. 


Scores National Committee. 


"I am indeed sorry that you could not 
have called at progressive headquarters 
when you Avere here IMonday consulting 
with some gentlemen who are now co- 
operating 
with 
the 
republican 
state 
machine in Indiana, when I am Sure we 
could have recalled to your mind some 
facts that 
you 
have 
evidently over- 
looked. 


"Neither personally nor officially have 
I said anything derogatory of any for- 
mer supporter 
of 
progressives, 
but I 
wish to say to you now that I do not, 
personally, approve of 
the authority 
assumed by 
our 
progressive national 
committee on the 26th ult. 
That com- 
mittee %'ery clearly, most cunningly, but 
possibly not successfully, exceeded the 
authority vested in it by the progres- 
sive national convention. 


"It is a matter of record that at 11 
o'clock on June 10, the last day of the 
progressive national 
convention, our 
conference committee reported that the 
republican conferees suggested the name 
of Mr. Hughes as a compromise candi- 
date.

Their return to power in 
Indiana, certainly does not mean a new 
constitution, prohibition, equal suffrage, 
initiative, referendum and recall, social 
and industrial justice or the enactment 
of any other legislation dear to the 
heart of progressive men. 
I am of the 
opinion that there are comparatively few 
of the progressives of 1914 who can 
consistently and conscientiously support 
the state ticket of the party (republi- 
can) with which they were formerly af- 
filiated. 


"The above conditions demand, as om* 
state committee sees it, a progressive 
state convention, a progressive

E. Myers, of Valparaiso, also is spoken 
of for secretary of state. 
G. Walter 
Hiatt, of Winchester, is a probable can- 
didate for auditor of state and John N. 
Dyer, of Vincenncs, for treasurer 
of 
state. 


It is not probable that the progres- 
sives, should they decide on a state tick- 
et, will choose a woman for the office of 
superintendent of public instruction. For 
attorney general Joseph E. Henelj", of 
Bloomington, is mentioned, and for sta- 
tistician W. H. Newsom, of Elizabeth- 
town, and Will O. Finch, of Kokomo, arc 
among the possibilities. 


Judge Theodore Shockney, of Union 
City, probably would be a judicial nom- 
inee, if the progressives decide to in- 
vade the judiciary.

the feet of its girl students is one of 
the important courses at the Univers- 
itj' of Oregon. 


The university believes that sound 
pedal extremities are as necessary as 
an A. B., and tests in the physical de- 
partment 
have shown 
them much 
rarer. 


A perfect foat is perhaps the most 
coveted distinction for the girl grad- 
uate here. 


Footprints are taken by the depart- 
ment of physical education upon en- 
trance and again at the expiration of 
a year. 


Meantime 
exercises 
designed 
for 
foot improvement are given, and ad- 
vice as to what type of shoes to wear. 


"About seven-eighths 
of the 
girl 
students here have deflected great toes 
and about three-fourths have fallen 
arches," said Miss Frieda Goldsmith, 
physical instinictor, "and 
we 
found 
only three good feet out of the twenty- 
five examined. 
Not one was perfect. 


"We have found less badly deformed 
feet and fewer fallen arches during 


the last two years, due to the round 
toe and low heel shoes In vogue. 


"Retrogression is, however, expected 
because of the revival of the pointed 
toes. 


"Pointed shoes, crowding the toes 
together, not only cause bunions, but 
weaken the aroh muscles. 
The weight 
of the body thrown on the front part 
of the foot causes breaking of the 
arch. 
This is Indicated by pain In the 
foot or leg. 
High heels pronate the 
ankles, causing falling arch. 


"To remedy these defects we try to 
have the girls wear shoes with round 
toes and the inner borders straight so 
that the big toe Is not deflected; flexi- 
ble soles, one-Inch heels, and shoes 
well fitted to the arch. 


"Foot, toe and leg exercises are also 
given, with schedule cards recording 
the faithfulness with • which the stu- 
dents perform them."

Lack of physical fitness of those ap- 
plying to join the navy in the United 
States for the week ending June 28, 
is shown In a report received at the 
office of Officer Flynn

Wayne navy recruiting station. 
The 
average struck of those accepted Is 
one out of seven applicants, and the 
record for Fort Wayne for June shows 
that one out of ten applicants was 
accepted. 
Eye trouble Is a big factor 
In the rejection of many applicants. 


Report on Complement. 


The report from the navy depart- 
ment at Washtagton shows that for 
the week ending June 28, the United 
States navy Is 277 men over Its com- 
plement. 
The extra men are accepted 
on the theory that the navy bill calling 
for 20,000 more men may pass con- 
gress. 
The report on apprentice sea- 
men showed that class to be 27 In ex- 
cess of the complement. 


In New York the navy report shows 
that out of 258 applicants, 209 were 
rejected, 
Boston rejected 140 out of 
183, Newark turned down 178 out of 
221, Brooklyn 143 out of 168 and Dallas 
27 out of 108. In Detroit but 3 out of 
45 applicants were accepted and In 
New Haven but 6 out of 87. Philadel- 
phia took 14 out of 66. 


Des Moines 
and 
Baltimore were 
among those cities taking the fewest 
men out of those applying. 
The form- 
er accepted one out of 17 and the latter 
four out of 41. 
There was a total of 
2,293 applicants for the navy In the 
United States for the week 
ending 
June 28, and of this number but 327 
were accepted.

There have been several reports re- 
cently of disturbances in Italy. 


The volcano of Stromboli, on an 
Island of the north coast of Sicily, has 
been In eruption for several days, caus- 
ing the Inhabitants of adjoining dis- 
tricts to flee on relief ships sent from 


Messina. Earth shocks occurred Tues- 
day at Ancona, Rimini, Belvedere, Ma- 
rettimo and in other Adriatic districts, 
but heretofore no loss of life has been 
reported. 


There have been a number of disas- 
trous earthquakes in Italy, the last 
serious one having occurred In 1908. 
Most of the coast towns on both sides 
of the straits of Messina were wholly 
or partially destroyed with a loss of 
life estimated at 75,000. 
Callanlssetta, 
capital of the Sicilian province of that 
name, is a city of more than 30,000 
inhabitants.

MAKES STEADY PROGRESS. 


French Offensive Continues Its Gains. 
Says Paris Report, 


Paris, July 6.—The French oflFensive 
has made steady progress in the last 24 
hours. 
All counter attacks have been 
repulsed, a large area of new territory 
has been occupied and extensive captures 
of guns and munitions have been made. 


In the first five days of their battle 
against the Germans the French have 
advanced with remarkable 
imiformity. 
The ground gained varied each davj in 
depth at different points, but the gains 
have averaged about the same along the 
entire front, attd the French are now 
firmly 
installed between the German 
second and third line of defense over a 
front in excess of seven miles. 


That the French losses have been com- 
patatively insignificant is indicated by 
the maintenance on the front line of 
attack at their own request, of thw «ame 
two army corps that mad ethe first as- 
sault on the (ierman positions last Sat- 
urday morning. 
One of these corps dis- 
tinguished 
itself 
before 
Verdun 
in 
February after having won laurels in the 
battle oif the Mame and at all parts of 
the front where there has been heavy 
fighting. 
The other 
corps 
comprises 
chiefly colonial troops, and it also is 
counted among the elite of the French 
army organizations. 
The generals com- 
manding each corps were again con- 
gratulated yesterday by General Foch. 


Not all the divisions of these two 
corps have been actually in action but 
basing the calculations upon 9,000 men 
made 
prisoner by 
these troops, 
the 
French clearly appear to have suflfere«! 
only {lightly in comparison with the 
forces with which they were engaged. 
This result is attributed 
by Gorman 
prisoners to the efficiency of the French 
heavy artillery. 


"It was impossible to keep up the 
fight under such fire," said one of the 
officers taken prisoner yesterday. 
"We 
took cousel and the officers unanimous- 
ly decided to surrender to avoid useless 
sacrifice of life. 
What we have to do 
now," the oflficer is quoted as adding 
ig to save men for the coming vic- 
torious war which Germany will wage 
four years hence." 


FEW LOCAL ENGAGEMENTS. 


Germans Make Slight Gains in Fighting 
During tbe Might. 


Paris, July 6.—(12:10 p. m.)—Last 
night was generally quiet north and 
south of the river Somme, says todaf's

The Frcnch also captured a wood. South 
of the i^omme the night pa.ssed in quiet. 
A German counter attack on Belloy was 
repulsed easilj'. 


The French have capturcd 76 cannon 
and several hundred machine guns. 


There was no infantry fighting on the 
Verdun front. 
The war office says the 
Germans are attempting to bombard 
the Cathedral nt Verdun. 


The Anglo-French offensive in Picardj' 
has had another day of subst.intial pro- 
gress, outstanding features being the 
resumption of the French advance north 
of the Somme and the capture of Ger- 
man second positions there. 


Complete preparations had been made 
quietly in this section virtually imhin- 
dered by the Germans, while the French 
forces south of the river pulled up level 
and got a thorough grin on the Ger- 
mans' second position.s. 
This was ac- 
complished by the ejection of the Ger- 
mans from the part of Estreeg tliey 
still held and the capture of their com- 
munications between Estrees .ind Bel-' 
loy. 
The northern troops then emerged 
from their trenches and dashed forward 
a good mile. 


The Germans' second positions had 
been so demoralized by artillery that 
they were unable to make a stronc re- 
sistance except at the villaee of Hem, 
which had been strongly fortified, ilere 
the attacking troops met desperate op- 
position. 
Each house ruin was fiercely 
disputed, but by dint of hard fighting 
the village was won, as well as Monacu 
farm, to the southwest. 


The French consider the capture of 
Hem as of considerable importance, for 
it commands the passage of the yiver 
to Feuilleres, already in their hands. Its 
possession thus assures a direct bond 
between corps on either side of the 
stream. 


GERMANS TRANSFER LINES. 


Move After Repeated Russian Attacks 
in Galacia. 


Berlin, July 6.— (Via London.)—After 
repeated Russian attacks on positions

Bothmer along one sector of the front, 
and Galicia, had been repulsed < the 
Teutonic lines were partially transfer- 
red to a neighboring sector, the war of- 
fice announced today. 


Fierce fighting is in progress bith in 
the Varanovitchi region and along the 
front in Volhynia.

tor the engagements are proceeding fav- 
orably for the Germans, says the offi- 
cial statement, while in Volhynia the 
result is as yet inconclusive.

In each of these, 
Gen. George Bell, jr., commanding the 
El Paso military district, announced, a 
flag covered coflin is to be borne through 
the streets of El Paso. Six pall bearers 
have been chosen to accompany each 
casket, enlisted men for the troopers 
and oiTicers for the slain leaders.' Gen- 
eral Bell ordered the Eighth cavalry 
regiment to 
meet 
the 
train 
on the 
American side, one squadron as an es- 
cort and the remainder as mourners. 
After the funeral services the bodies 
will be taken to Iccal undertaking rooms 
to await disposition by relatives. 


Eight of the 
Americans 
were 
ex- 
humed from a single grave, the under- 
takers said. 
The dead had been gath- 
ered from the field of battle and cast 
into a ditch which was then filled up. 


The bodies of Captain Boyd, Lieut. 
Adair and six troopers, stripped of their 
uniforms, were mixed indiscriminately 
in the dirt. 


The body of th® ninth trooper was 
located two miles distant from the oth- 
ers. 
He had been wounded and appar- 
ently had dragged himself away to die 
in the gravel waste beyond the to^vn.

New York, July 6—The crusade Inaugu- 
rated by the officials of the New York 
American league baseball club against the 
habit of certain spectators in retaining 
foul balls knocked into the stands and 
bleachers Is 'ilready showing satisfactory 
results. 
The example made recently by 
the arrest and fining of a few spectators 
who refused to return balls that came 
Into their possession has proved salutary 
and the club is now using fewer balls 
than was the case before the effort was 
made to curb the practice.

New York Batteries Pass 
Through Here En Route 
to Mexico. 


A battalion of the First New York 
field artillery, composed of battteries A 
and C, of Yortkers, N. Y., passed through 
this city at midnight on theu: way to 
the Mexican border line. The train was 
made up of thhrty-three cars, of which 
eleven were flat cars, ton stock cars, four 
box cars, four coaches, two kitchen cars 
and one sleeper. 
Besides their regular 
equipment of heavy guns, the battalion 
is carrying with them a number of ma- 
chine guns to be utilized for short range 
firing. 


These two batteries, and especially 
battery A, are 
considered 
the crack 
troops of the Empire state and are cer» 
tain to be among the first of the na- 
tional guard troops to see active service 
in Mexico. 
Many of them nave had 
previous experience in actual warfare, 
having served in the Spanish-American 
war and in the Philippines. The troops 
were in charge of Col. Smith and left 
here early this morning for Hannibal, 
Mo., from which point they will go to 
Brownsville, Texas, and thence to the 
Mexican border. 


The Seventy-fourth New York infan- 
try also passed through the city over 
the Wabash on two special trains early 
this morning. 
These troops came vi:», 
Toledo and were not handled, as wns 
the field artillery, by the Nickel Plato 
over any part of the journey. 
The firsi 
train, which passed through the city 
about 6 o'clock, was made-up chiefly 
of horse cars loaded with horses and 
box and gondola cars, carrying wagons 
and other equipment and the last train, 
which carried over twenty coaches and 
some baggage cars and passed througli 
tile city, at seven o'clock, was occupied 
by the troops.

Rev. Nipper's Sermon.

The stand that he took is the 
same stand the saloon element is taking 
today. 
As long fis the church and the 
preachers are letting them alone and 
not doing anything to hurt their busi- 
ness, they do not say very much, but 
the church and the preacher that comes 
out and takes a stand against them, 
they are ready to down them and take 
up the fight against them. 
The church 
or the preacher that will line up or com- 
promise with the dirty gang is no bet- 
ter than they are. 
They are all in 
the same business together. ,I tell you 
God says, "He that is not for me is 
against me,'» and I am against the sa- 
loon business. I tell you there is noth- 
ing nicer than the old home that we all 
love so well, and it doesn't make any 
difference whether it is velvet or rag 
carpet on the floor; it is home, and 
when I take a look into a home that is 
fillkd with sunshine and then.I see the 
demon booze come into that home, I 
then see a home of strife and pain and 
sorrow. 
I tell you the booze gang will 
take the peaceable home by the throat 
with its fangs of appetite and make it 
a home of hell on earth. ,I once knew 
a man who wanted to do right, and if 
the saloon would have been out ..of the 
way, he could have done it.

"Alcohol today has no friends in 
scientific circles," declared Dr. Frederick 
R. Green, secretary of the Council on 
Health and Public Instruction of tlie 
American 
Medical 
association. 
That 
body has been in annual convention at 
Detroit, Michigan. 
The Detroit Times 
reports Dr. Green as saying: 


"There is no physician who will speak 
a friendly word for alcoholic 
liquor, 
either to be used as a medical substance 
or as a beverage, and scientific men now 
are unanimous in the opinion that it is 
harmful to the human body. 


"At one time, within the past 10 
or 12 years, there was a belief that al- 
coholic liquor, taken in small quantities, 
was remedial in some cases, or at lea.<it 
was not harmful. 
This 
opinion has 
changed, and, today "booze" is recog- 
nized generally throughout the medical 
profession, not only as being not a rem- 
edy, but as being a poisoner of the sys- 
tem, a cell destroyer, and a detcriorant 
to efficiency. 


"This realization that 'the flowing 
bowl' and its cheery effects product re- 
sults not so cheerful in the long nm 
has done much to advance the prohibi- 
tion idea. 
Also it has given impetus to 
the 
widespread 
'efficienc5'' efforts of 
great corporations, railroads, manufac- 


turers and other employers, who have 
come to a realization of the fact that 
liquor interferes with the action of the 
brain, nerve and muscle. 


"It is largely because of this new 
prevalent knowledge of the evil of liquor 
thiat great railroads 
refuse to accept 
drinkers, even those who imbibe mod- 
erately, as responsible men in whose 
charge they may place the lives of pas- 
sengers and the handling of their valu- 
able freight and rolling stock." 


Dr. Green said that within the ranks 
of the medical men themselves, there 
was noticeable a marked change in re- 
gard to drinking. 
Where it had be/eu 
customary for the physicians to indulge 
in an occasional drink of beer or liquor, 
particularly when assembled for social 
purposes, of late it has been remarked 
that this practice has well nigh died out. 


The question of liquor drinking, he 
said, was not looked upon by the med- 
ical men from a moral or social point 
of view, but merely from a scientific 
one; 
the results of their 
researeli, 
studies and investigations, particularly 
in late years, finally having brought the 
majority to the belief that not only is 
there no good in "booze," but there is 
tremendous harm in it from the point 
of view of health.

"but Dr. Grace L. Meigs haa studied 
the question for us. 


"Dr. Meigs advises mother to do 
two principal things to protect their 
babies from the summer scourge: 


"First—Feed the baby on mother's 
milk only, if this is at all possible. 


"Second—Keep the baby cool In hot 
weather. 


"Cholera infantum la tha -common 
term given severe forms of diarrhoea, 
or 'summer complaint.' 
The fact is

determined, ttiat the heat of summer

"Mother's milk Is always pure milk, 
never sour: It is always fresh milk, 
made and used as needed; It always 
keeps the same temperature through- 
out the feeding: and, most important 
of all ,lt is milk made especially for 
and especially adapted to the needs of 
the baby. 


"If the baby is breast fed, the first 
thing the mother should do on ap- 
pearance of diarrhoea Is to increase 
thé time between nursings 
to 
four 
hours, and not allow the baby to nurse 
more than 5 to 10 .minutes. 


"If the bowels continue loose, the 
medical experts say the baby should 
be given cool drinking water instead of 
his regular feedings. 


"Of course, if possible, the mother 
should consult her physician. 


"Bottle-fed babies are the most fre- 
quent sufTerers from summer diarrhoea 
and they, top, are best treated by 
omitting the feedings in case of trou- 
ble. 


"In place of the bottle, as much 
boiled and cooled / water 
should be 
given as the baby will take. 
In aU 
cases where 
diarrhoea 
continues a 
doctor should be consulted. 


"Food should not be withheld from 
thf baby for more than twenty-four 
houra wIDioiit the advice , of a doctor.

- Then there are so many of the an- 
nual climbers that make a beautiful 
combination of foliage and blossom. 
The Ipomoea family is probably the 
most popular, and includes the morn- 
Ins-glory, 
moonflower 
and 
cypress.

Those Familiar with the Ways of Growing and Preparing Wool for Market in the Countries of Greatest Production, Admit that the United States Is Far 
Behind in Her Methods—Since the Wools Produced in the Farm Flocks of the Central and Eastern, as Well as the Western Parts of Our Country 
Come in Direct Competition with Foreign Wools, Carefully Grown and Prepared for Market, Better Methods are Imperative if Satisfactory Profits 
are to be Made on the Crop.

irhich. though classed together botan- 
Ically, give a variety in form and color. 


The seed of this family of climbers 
•hould be sown early in a hotbed or 
window-box, and later transplanted to 
the open ground, which has been well 
prepared by making it rich with well 
rotted manure or leaf-mold. 


The seeds of the Imperial Japanese 
morning-glory and the moonflower are 
very hard, and if one would be suc- 
cessful the seed should be filed so as 
to make a slight aperture in the hard 
covering. 
' Success with the moonflower is rare 
When it is sown in the open ground j 
Without 
such 
preparation. 
These 
Climbers grow fast and produce a 
showy eftect by their heavy foliage 
and large flowers. 


Another of the most beautiful an- 
nual climbers is the canary-bird flower 
with its handsome yellow color, and 
delicate foliage. 
The Dolichos Is an- 
other 
rapid 
grower 
and 
profuse 
bloomer. 


The balloon-vine or "Liove-in-a-puff" 
1B an old-time favorite that will be 
found desirable. 
These last mentioned 
may be planted where you wish them 
to grow, 
or first started In a hotbed 
or window-box. 
The wild cucumber 
Is one' of the most desirable when a 
dense shade is wanted. 


A great many of these are seen 
about 
farmhouses, 
and 
the 
young 
plants may be seen on the 
larger 
streams from whence they are easily 
transplanted on a wet, c'oudy day. The 
seed may be planted during the win- 
ter, and will come up when the ground 
Is warm enough. 


The vines will bear fruit, and the 
seed fall to the ground, coming forth 
every year without planting. 
If only 
a low screen Is wanted there is noth- 
ing nicer than sweet-peas, where you 
may have any color you desire, or a 
freat variety of colors. 
When prop- 
erly trained, the vines will run on a 
trellts to a height of five or six feet, 
K,nd in rare instances even higher. 


To sell at a good price, an offering 
of %vool should be uniformly good, 
which means that it should be even in 
structure, length and strength of fiber, 
and that it should be as nearly free as 
possible from foreign matter, such as 
dirt, chaff, or litter, burrs and tar or 
paint marks. 


If the wool is to be fairly uniform 
in structure and length, the individ- 
uals in the flock must be similar in 
breeding. 
By using pure bred rams 
of the same breed for a series of years, 
any flock can be graded up so that the 
type of wool will be sufficiently uni- 
form in the particulars mentioned to 
satisfy the demands of the market, 
provided proper attention is paid to 
the fleeces of the rams purchased and 
of the ewes reserved for breeding. The 
ewes should be alike in fleece charac- 
teristics. 
In addition to other very 
necessary 
requirements 
aside 
from 
wool, they should carry fleeces even 
m quality, density and length. 


The prevailing blood in the farm 
flocks of the Middle West is of the | 
English Down mutton breeds, such as 
Shropshire, 
Oxford and 
Hampshire. 
Any of these, under favorable condi- 
tions, produces wool which will meet I 
with ready demand. So far as the wool • 
product is concerned, the use of rams 
of different breeds Is not only unneces- 
sary but undesirable, as it lessens Its 
uniformity. 


Unless the animal is properly fed 
the wool will not be strong and even 
In size. 
If the food supply is reduced 
to a point below the normal demands 
of the animal's body, the wool flber is 
reduced in diameter and a weak place 
Is the result. 
This greatly reduces the 


good strong wool the health of the an- 
imal Is just as essential as proper 
feeding. 


While lack of uniformity In breed- 
ing, improper 
feeding, and 
disease 
each contribute to the criticism made 
against the wools produced in farm 
flocks, by far the greatest amount of 
fault is found because ôf the foreign 
substances 
they 
contain. 
Some , of 
these substances get into the wool 
while it is on the sheep, while others 
gain entrance through faulty methods 
of shearing and packing. 
If there is 
a great deal of foreign material in 
wool, it is impossible to remove all of 
it through the process of, scouring. 
If 
it is left In. the result is a fabric with 
noticeable defects; if it is removed, it 
is by treating with a weak solution of 
sulphuric acid and heating (a process 
known as carbonizing), which may 
weaken the wool fibers. This not only 
lowers the value of the wool for man- 
ufacturing purposes, but also adds to 
Its cost to the manufacturer because 
he has to spend upon it the extra la- 
bor of carbonizing. 


Farm flocks as a rule are small, and 
in many cases they are kept to eat 
down the weeds; that grow in pastures, 
wood lots, and truck patches. 
After 
the corn is harvested, they are usually 
given a run in the stalks. 
In all of 
these places burrs are likely, unless 
the farmer uses care in keeping them 
down. 
The cockle burr, so common in 
nearly every locality, is very injurious, 
because it becomes so completely en- 
tangled In the wool that in its remov- 
al fibers are broken and small woody 
particles from the burr are left in the 
fleece. 


Black or red pepper and ginger in 
the chicks' food or water aids in over- 
coming chills and prevents bowel trou- 
ble, especially on cold, damp days. 
Plenty of grit and oyster shells, to- 
gether with well-selected, wholesome 
food, eliminates this necessity In most 
cases

commercial 
value 
of 
the 
combing 
wools such as prevail In most sections 
where farm flocks are kept. 
In the 
process of combing, the fiber breaks 
at the weak place and the wool has to 
be put to some use of less value. 
It is 
therefore necessary for the owner to 
provide feed sufficient to keep 
his 
flock well fed throughout the year. 


If the animal is in poor health, the 
effect on the growth of the wool is 
similar 
to 
Insufficient feed. 
Sheep 
often shed or slip their wool as a re- 
sult of a feverish condition. 
Any se- 
vere illness extending over sufficient 
time to reduce the animal In flesh will 
almost Invariably cause a weak place 
in the wool. 
In til© production of 


Carelessness 
In feeding causes 
a 
great deal of foreign material to be 
deposited in wool. 
Racks for rough- 
ages such as hay, fodder and straw, 
should be constructed so that chaff 
cannot fall out and lodge on the shoul- 
ders and necks of the sheep. 
Barns 
and lots should be arranged so that it 
is unnecessary to pass amongst the 
sheep In earring loose straw to the 
racks. 
It is well to remember that 
the equipment necessary to keep chaff 
and litter out of the wool, as suggested 
above, also results In a saving of feed. 
Usually that which sifts out and Is lost 
is the most palatable and nutritious 
part of the feed; hence there is good 
reason for keeping it oui of the fleece

, aside from the damage it does to the 
I wool. 


Oil paint and tar marks are very 
objectionable in wool, but their use is 
not common in farm flocks. They are 
objectionable because they cannot be 
' removed in scouring. 
The manufac- 
turer Is obliged to employ labor to cut 
them out before the wool is scoured. 
This reduces the length of the wool 
to such extent that its value Is im- 
I paired. 
The paint and tar clippings 
are of very low value and hence the 
objection to them is thrice empha- 
sized. 
In case it is desirable to wool- 
' brand there are marking inks or fluids 
on the market which do no damage to 
the wool because they come out in the 
process of scouring. 


Keeping the flock free from external 
parasites does much toward bettering 
the wool product. 
They Irritate the 
skin and cause thé sheep so much dis- 
comfort that they do a.^g/e&t deal of 
rubbing 
against 
fences, 
barns 
and 
racks In an effort to obtain relief. This 
tangles and breaks the wool and In 
many cases pulls it out. 
The fleece is 
left in a broken condition, which is ob- 
i jected to by the buyer, and it is not 
possible to tie it up in attractive con- 
dition. 
If the flock is badly Infested 
with ticks, the good appearance of the 
wool Is lessened by the eggs and dead 
bodies of the parasites, and their pres- 
ence would lead the buyei: to suspicion 
the condition of the wool. 


Up to this point we have conildered 
what the grower can do toward pro- 
ducing wool of desirable quality and 
condition. 
Granting that he succeeds 
In doing this, it is necessary for him 
to observe care in shearing and in 
packing for market. If his product Is 
to find favor with the manufacturer. 


The first requisite in careful shear- 
ing is to provide a clean place tô do 
the work. 
A platform made of sur- 
faced lumber is best, and it should be 
of sufficient sise to insure that none of 
the wool will be crowded off by nerv- 
ous, unruly sheep. 
For the amateur 
this platform will be none too large 
If ten feet square. 


The second requisite is to Çj^t the 
wool off smoothly close to the body. 
The power machine will cut closer 
than the hand shears, but satisfactory 
work may be done with the latter if 
the operator is careful knd possesses 
some skill. 
It' is the tendency of the 
unskilled shearer, whether using the 
machine or hand shears, to fail to cut 
close to the sheep's body. 
For exam- 
ple, the shearer may start to cut. close 
to the body, but In advancing the 
shears he cannot follow the shape of 
the animal, and hence some of the 
wool Is cut from a half to an inch 
away from the skin. 
He can, and 
lusually does, back up and cut close 
where he failed in his first attempt. 
This makes what is known as second 
cuts. 
Because they are so short they 
are of low value for manufacturing 
purposes. 
It is also obvious that the 
evil of making second cuts makes the 
fibers in the main body of the fleece 
shorter and uneven in length, and 
therefore less desirable. 


The third requisite in good shearing 
is to get the fleece off the sheep with- 
out getting it torn apart. 
There is a 
knack in holding a sheep so it will not 
kick and struggle violently; 
if 
the 
shearer is fortunate enough to pos- 
sess this knack, he is in a fair way to 
have the fleece intact when the opera- 
tion of shearing is finished. It ia not 


our purpose here to describe shearing 
in detail, but perhaps it should be said 
that our most skillful shearers set the 
sheep on its rvmp while shearing it. 
Its body is tilted back toward the 
knees of the operator so that its hind 
legs cannot get sufficient contact with 
the floor to make effective resistance. 
It is the adjustment of this position 
that amounts to the knack in holding. 


Sheep should not be shorn when the 
wool is damp or wet, for when packed 
in this condition it will mold and de- 
teriorate to such an extent that the 
fibers are weakened. 


After shearing, the next important 
step 
is 
tying 
the 
fleece. 
Several 
things must be done to make this job 
a good one. 
First, all tag locks must 
be removed whether they be of dung 
or grease and dli't. 
Second, the fleece 
should be carefully rolled up by hand 
(not in a wool box), with'.no ends and 
stray locks protruding, and with the 
flesh side out. Third, the fleece should 
be tied with a hard, glazed twine, not 
larger than one-eighth inch in diam- 
eter. 
In tying the ends of the twine 
especial care should be taken to make 
a Arm. hard knot that will not slip. 


The first thing mentioned with re- 
spect to tying involves packing noth- 
ing but merchantable wool in fleeces. 
Weighty 
materials, 
such as bricks, 
stones and sheep heads, should not be 
rolled up In fleeces, and fortunately 
such Instances are relatively few. But 
tag locks are so common that their 
presence In fleeces from farm flocks is 
the rule rather than the exception. The 
total effect of such a practice is bad. 
It puts our wools In bad standing with 
wool houses and manufacturers. Long 


rated in the bag by sheets of stiff, 
strong paper so that they can be easily 
sorted at the market. 
A bag contain- 
ing a certain kind or kinds of wool 
should be marked so that its contents 
are known. 
Tags and wool from dead 
sheep should be packed separately. If 
there are black or gray fleeces, either 
they should be packed separately or 
their location should be designated. 
For example, a bag containing forty 
ewe fleeces, two of which are black, 
could be marked as follows: 88 white 
—2 black. 


If the wool Is not sold Immediately 
after shearing, it should be stored in a 
clean, dry place. It should not be left 
on the bare ground even though it is 
placed in bags. 
It is the better meth- 
od to store and market wool In bags, 
as it is the more likely to be kept 
clean. 
The bags should be closely 
woven, s « that they will effectively 
keep out dust and dirt. 
They should 
also bs of a type that will not shed 
particles of flber Into the wool. 
The 
loosely woven Jute bags 
commonly 
used are satisfactory in neither partic- 
ular. 
In Australia the bags or sheets 
are lined with paper to Insure keeping 
the wool clean. In England and Scot- 
land the bagging or sheeting is made 
from selected flber of the best long 
hemp, thoroughly scoured after weav- 
ing and carefully examined before It is 
cut up Into sheets. 
We must exhibit 
the same sort of care If we are to keep 
pace with them in the quality of the 
product we offer for sale. 
If the clip 
is contracted for before it is shorn and 
immediate delivery is planned, it Is not 
necessary to bag the wool unless at 
the request of the purchaser. 
If It is

continued, it has led to the only log- 
ical result; namely, discrimination in 
price against our. wools. 


Careful rolling, with the flesh side 
of the fleece, out, and no ends or stray 
locks showing, adds greatly to the ap- 
pearance of the 
fleece. 
It also pre- 
vents mixing the wool in different 
fleeces; and. by the way, each fleece 
should be tied to itself. In wool ware- 
houses it is a pretty sight to see the 
heaps of graded wool faced with a tier 
of carefully rolled and tied fleeces. 


When packing, the fleeces of ewes, 
lambs, rams and wethers should be 
packed separately. 
In small flocks it 
is hardly advisable to pack them in 
separate bags, but they can be sepa- 


packed in a clean wagon box and a 
canvas is thrown over the top, it can 
be delivered in desirable condition. 


The writer is fully aware that some 
of the preceding suggestions with re- 
spect to growing and marketing will 
appeal to the sheep owner as hardly 
worth while. 
Nearly ail small clips 
are sold to local dealers who often- 
times do not discriminate sharply in 
favor of wool of desirable quality and 
in good condition. 
The man who of- 
fers the good product is discouraged 
because he secures little if any more 
than his careless neighbor. 
We must 
admit the seemingly hopeless condi- 
tion of his case, but it is not entirely 
hopeless.

Wheat Leaf Miner Not Regarded as a Serions Pest 


BY J. HOUSER, 


During the larval stage, this insect 
is a true miner, feeding upon 
the 
mesophyll of the leaf. 
As far as has 
been observed, the upper leaves only 
are affected and the larvae, as a rule, 
conflnes Its operations to the outer 
half of the leaf. 
The relative amount 
affected depends, of course, upon the 
flze of the leaf (some varieties having 
longer, 
broader and 
thicker 
leaves 
than others), and also upon the num- 
ber of larvae affecting a single leaf. 
The tendency of the pest is to Inhabit 
the distal portion. 
After the leaf Is 
mined, the dermis on both sides soon 
becomes brown and dry. thus resulting 
in the injured area becoming func- 
tlonless. 


of a single larva is rarely more than 
a half square Inch in extent. 


On the other hand, it must be re- 
membered that the mining of the leaf 
results In the complete destruction of 
the functions of the area affected, and 
in all likelihood has some effect upon 
the surrounding tissues; the latter In- 
ference pertaining more especially to 
those Instances in which the mine 
does not extend completely to the tip 
of the leaf. 


In addition to occurring in wheat, 
the author has observed eggs on tim- 
othy leaves and also has found rye and 
barley leaves bearing the characteris- 
tic mines and larvae. 
While rearings 
were not made from the last two 
sources and, therefore, it can not be

It Is very 
likely that it is, and it seems quite safe 
to say that at least four crop plants 
are affected. 
By careful search the 
list of hosts could doubtless be en- 
larged considerably, especially among 
the grasses. 


Wheat, however, seems to be the fa- 
vorite of the four known hosts and 
some varieties are plainly preferred 
before others. 
Extra Square Head and 
Bore, two late exceptionally 
heavy 
leaved sorts, were affected to a greater 
extent than any of the other varieties. 
That wheat is preferred to timothy 
was shown 
definitely by 
observing 
stalks of volunteer wheat in the tim- 
othy. 
The leaves of the former were 
riddled with mines, while the sur- 
rounding timothy was little affected.

No measure offers more hope of 
success In controlling leaf-roll than 
the use of better seed stocks. 
Three 
means may be used to bring this 
about: First and simplest, the import- 
ation of seed potatoes from districts 
where the disease Is unknown. 
This 
affords relief 
but may not 
greatly 
raise the standard of quality. 
Second, 
hill selection, to pick out from weak 
varieties strains that will withstand 
the disease. 
This has been done al- 
ready by Von Lochow. who took sev- 
eral types from the variety Professor 
Wohltmann and bred them in pure 
lines. 
The result was that certain of 
these pure strains showed susceptibil- 
ity to leaf-roll, while others remained 
entirely or nearly free from it. Third, 
new varieties may be bred from seed. 
This, while requiring the most time, 
may be the best means for meeting 
the requirements where whole dis- 
tricts are attacked, aa in the Colorado 
outbreak a few years ago. 
That such 
good varieties can be produced one 
can hardly doubt after seeing the col- 
lection of the Agricultural Department 
of over 10,000 seedlings with its In- 
finite variety of disease-resistant qual- 
ities. 


It is the prevailing opinion of Eu- 
ropean investigators that leaf-roll la 
Inherited—i. e.. that the tubers from 
diseased hills will produce diseased 
progeny. 
Cases are cited where the 
first crop after the appearance Of the 
disease was normal, but later harvests 
fell to nothing. 
No reliable results 
are available in this country. Conflict- 
ing reports come from farmers In the 
Oreeley section of Colorado; but, aa 
no pathologist accustomed to the diag- 
nosis of leaf-roll saw either crop, the 
relative amount of disease In home- 
grown and outside seed remains un- 
known.

It seems a wise precaution to use 
only selected seed from such sources 
as Minnesota and Wisconsin for plant- 
ing next year where leaf-roll has oc- 
curred this season. 
It may be that 
the disease will not appear on crops 
from home seed, but the chances are 
that it will. 


The introduction of new and more 
vigorous varieties affords a still more 
hopeful,, means of ultimately control- 
ling the situation. 
The problem of 
finding the best source of seed Is the 
most important one now confronting 
potato growers in the region affected 
by thesis troubles. What Is needed are 
selected stocks, true to name, with 
vigor unimpaired and free from dis- 
ease. 
The present difficulty Is that it 
is almost impossible to find such pota-

toes In large quantities. 
Where grow- 
ers have made experiments with out- 
side seed they have, as a rule, made 
their purchases in the open market or 
from middlemen who have filled their 
orders with uninspected stocks, for 
which reason no conclusions can be 
drawn from any experiments to date. 


There is fortunately a movement to 
organize among potato growers In the 
principal northern states, and this is 
backed by their state experiment 
tions In a way that should in 
t l B 
make a supply of reliable seed avt^- 
able. 


It would be well to follow the exam- 
ple of some of the European countries, 
where a system of oflScial inspection 
has been inaugurated, through whloh 
growers and purchasera may be as- 
sured that the crop from a 
given 
estate is free from leaf-roll. 
Such a 
certificate can be granted only after 
an inapectlon of the growing crop. The 
Importance of such an Inapectlon in 
midaummer by a repreaentatlve of the 
purchaser or by an offlcial expert can 
not be overstated. 
It is entirely im- 
possible to determine the vigor and 
freedom from leaf-roll of a atock of 
potatoea after harvest. 


The true leaf-roll la inheriteble. 
The tubera from dlaeased plants pro- 
duce diseased progeny as a general 
rule. 
This aftorda a means of diatin- 
gulahing from genuine leaf-roll those 
temporary condltiona which give rlaa 
to a almilar appearance of the planta. 
All thoae who are beat acquainted 
with the trouble agree aa to the re- 
sulta of planting dlaeased aeed stock, 
though there are different explana- 
tlona therefor. 


Thia point la one of capital impor- 
tance In the control of the dlaaaa« and 
of great Intereat In Ita bearing on the 
nature of th« diaeaa«.*

This Is not a ve'ry pleasant subject,

raiser. 
Do not become so absorbed in 
the garden or any other work that you 
will neglect the poultry. 


Lice and other parasites Increase 
very quickly In the warm weather, and 
we should get a start of them by ex- 
terminating the parent stock that has 
survived the winter. 
In this way the 
work will be much easier, and more 
pleasantly done. 


The necessity for their extermina- 
tion will be more plainly seen if we 
understand just how they affect the 
poultry. 


There are a great many different 
kinds of lice that atUck thb fowls, 
but we can consider them all under 
three classes, as they attack in the 
three different waya 


These three classes are body lice, 
head lice and mites. The body lice are 
on all parts of the fowls' bodies, but 
more 
especially 
in the soft, fluflV 
feathers. 
They usually remain on the 
fowl, and they increase very rapidly. 


It has been estimated that within 
eight weeks one of the lice will have 
126,000 descendants. 
Tou will 
see 
from this how much easier it is for 
one to destroy these pests before they 
get well started in the spring. 


Body lice are not blood-suckers, Vfit 
live on the roots of the feathers and 
scales of the skin, causing irritation. 


In getting rid of 
them, 
nothing 
eauals a good insect-powder. 
Hold 
the fowl by the legs, head down, and 
dust the powder into the feathers near 
the roots, rubbing it well Into the 
feathers and skin with the hand. 


H*ad lice are true blood-suckers. 
With their long bills they puncture the 
skin and the blood-veasela underneath. 
They are a constant drain on the 


health and strength of the adult fowli^ 
fastening themselves on their heada 
and sucking the blood from a position 
over the brain. 


As the chicks are hatched these 
lice leave the old hen and fasten oa 
the chicks. 
If you pick up a droopy 
chick and examine its head you ar« 
almost sure to flnd these lice faat by 
their bills, busily sucking the blood« 
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A 
Dry l>eed Bo% 


Tou muat look cloae or you will mla* 
take them for pinfeatherii. They cau'a« 
such extreme weaknesa, that often th« 
bodily organa i^re unable to perform 
their function« properly, and people

Lieut. Adair Fought Mex- 
icans to the Very Death 
at Carrizal. 


El Paso, Tex., July 6.—O. J. Wilson, 
one of the party who returned 
today 
with the bodies of the American soldier 
dead killed by Mexicans at Carrizal, re- 
coimted the story of the trip aa fol- 
lows: 


"We arrived in Villa Ahumada Tues- 
day afternoon, taking with us metallic 
caskets for 14 men. They were loaded 
upon a motor truck and we immediately 
set out for Carrizal, 
We found eight 
of the bodies in a single grave. The 
other was two miles distant. 
Appar- 
ently the man had retreated from the 
light badly wounded and had died near 
the spot in which he was buried. 


"Captain Boyd, Lieutenant Adair and 
six of the troopers 
occupied the one 
giive, which was on the scene of the 
battle. 
Their bodies had been stripped 
and piled on top of each other into a 
ditch. 
This was then filled up. It Avas 
plain that there had been no mutilation 
of the bodies, 


"Only one bore an identification tag— 
that of DeWitt Rucker, K troop. We 
recognized Boyd and Adair by the color. 
The others bore nothing that would givo 
a clue to their identity. 


We placcd the bodies in metallic cas- 
kets on the truck and the next morning 
took them to Villa Ahumada, ten miles 
distant. 
There Colonel Urabano Rivera, 
of the Carranzista foreea, 
met us with 
an escort and took us to the railway 
station where we loaded the caskets 
aboard our special train." 


Wilson said Mexican soldiers at Car- 
rizal told him stories of the bravery of 
Lieutenant Adair, who, they said, fought 
the Mexicans to the very death. 
'•.•Ac- 
cording to the Mexicans," added Wilson, 
"Adair, after being wounded, used his 
automatic pistol 'like a machine gun 
when it had been emptied he grabbed 
another pistol and kept right on fighting 
imtil at last he was killedl" 


When Death Car Arrived. 


By the time the Eighth cavalry had 
reached the death car, thousands gath- 
ered along the streets. 
The cavalry 
drew up attention with sabers drawn, 
while the twenty-three negro troopers 
surrendered by the de facto government 
last week and the one released from 
Juarez Monday, took station at the 
car's entrance, directly behind General 
Bel land other officers. 


As the caskets were taken out of the 
car they were covered with flags. The 
mounted band of the Eighth cavalry 
played "Nearer My God to Thee." 


After the ambulances had been loaded, 
a squadron of the cavalry led the march 
to the undertaking 
establishmentsw 


The band played the funeral march, 
sonads of dismounted men fell in be- 
side the ambulances, each of which a 
riderless horse, officers and men follow- 
ed and the cortege moved off between 
lanes of people who bared their heads. 
At the chapel of the undertaking estab- 
lishment a brief funeral service was 
ready by Chaplain W W. Brandcr, of 
the Eighth cavalry. 


It was announced that the identified 
bodies would be tumed^over to relatives 
and that those who remained unidenti- 
fied probably would bé sent to Arling- 
ton cemetery, Washinffton, for burial.

Naval Examinations Show 


Much Impaired Health 


Among Men. 


Lack of physical fitness of those ap- 


plying to join the navy in the United 
States for the week ending June 28, 
is shown In a report received at th« 
office of Officer Flynn 
of the 
Fort 


Wayne navy recruiting station. The 
average struck of those accepted Is 
one out of seven applicants, and the 
record for Fort Wayne for June shows 
that one out of ten applicants was 
accepted. Bye trouble Is a big factor 
in the rejection of many applicants. 


Report on Complement. 


The report from the navy depart- 


ment at Washington shows that for 
the week ending June 28, the United 
States navy ts 277 men over Its com- 
plement. The extra men are accepted 
on the theory that the navy bill calling 
for 20,000 more men may pass con-' 
gress. The report on apprentice sea- 
men showed that class to be 27 in ex- 
cess of the complement. 


In New York the navy report show* 


that out of 258 applicants, 209 were 
rejected. 
Boston rejected 140 out of 


183, Newark turned down 178 out .of

New York, July 6—The crusade Inaugu-

"Alcohol today has no friends in 
j 


scientific circles," declared Dr. Frederick' 
R. Green, secretary of the Council on 
Health and Public. Instruction of ^the 
American Medical association. 
That 


body has been in annual convention at 
Detroit, Michigan. 
The Dbtroit Times 


reports Dr. Green as saying: 


"There is no physician who will speak 


a friendly word, for alcoholic liquor, 
either to be used as a medical substance 
or as a beverage, and scientific men now 
are unanimous in the opinion that it is 
Harmful to-the human body. 


"At one time, within the past 10 


or 12 years, there was a belief that al- 
coholic liquor, taken in small quantities, 
was remedial in some cases, or at least 
was not harmful. 
This opinion has 


changed, and, today "booze" is recog- 
nized generally throughout the medical 
profession, not only as being not a rem- 
edy, but as being a poisoner of the sys- 
tem, a cell destroyer, and a deteriorant 
to efficiency. 


"This realization that 'the flowing 


bowl' and its cheery effects product re- 
sults not so cheerful in the long run 
has done much to advance the prohibi- 
tion idea. Also it has given impetus to

great corporations, railroads, manufac- 


turers and other employers, who hava

that great railroads refuse to accept 
drinkers, even those who imbibe mod- 
erately, as responsible men in whose 
charge they may place tho lives of pas- 
sengers and the handling of their valu- 
able freight and rolling stock." 


Dr. Green said that within -the ranks 


of the medical men themselves, there 
was noticeable a marked change in re- 
gard 'to drinking.

customary for the physicians to indulge 
in an occasional drink of beer or liquor 
particularly when assembled for social 
purposes, of late it has been remarked 
that this practice has well nigh died out. 


The question of liquor drinking, he 


said, was not looked upon' by the med- 
ical men from a moral or social point 
of view, but merely from a scientific 
one;

results of their 
research, 


studies and - investigations, particularly 
in late years, finally having brought the 
majority to the belief that not only is 
there no good in "booze," but there is 
tremendous harm in it from the point 
of view of health.

The first requisite In careful shear- 


ng is to provide a. clean place lo do 
he work. A platform, made of eur- 
aced lumber Is best, and it should be 
of sufficient size to insure that none o 
the wool will be crowded oft by nerv- I 
ous, unruly sheep. For the amateur 
this platform will be none too large 
If ten feet square. 


The second requisite ig to cjlt the 


wool oft smoothly close to the body. 
The power machine will cut closer 
than the hand shears, but satisfactory 
work may be done with the latter if 
the operator is careful and possesses 
some skill. It is the tendency of the 
unskilled shearer, whether using the 
machine or hand shears, to fail to cut 
close to the sheep's body. For exam- 
ple, the shearer may start to.cut close 
to the body, but In advancing.. the 
shears he cannot follow the shape of 
the animal, and hence »orae of the 
wool is cut from a half to an Inch 
away from the skin.

often shed or slip their wool a* a re- 
sult of a feverish condition. Any se- 
vere illness extending over sufficient 
time to reduce the animal in flesh will 
almost invariably cause a weak place 
in the wool. 
In the production of 


great deal of foreign material to be 
deposited in wool. Racks for rough- 
ages such as hay, fodder and straw, 
should be constructed so that chaff 
cannot fall out and lodge on the shoul- 
ders and necks of the sheep. 
Barns 


and lots should be arranged so that it 
ig unnecessary to pass amongst the 
sheep in carrying loose straw to the 
racks. 
It Is well to remember that 


the equipment necessary to keep chaff 
and litter out of the wool, as suggested 
above, also results In a saving of feed. 
Usually that which sifts out and is lost 
is the most palatable and nutritious
